But stronger. stops 
are required ; seyoro punishment should 
be meted out, or all progress will bo 
stifled. Only the other day an official, 
not a hundred ‘miles fro Tientsin, was 
inspired with the desire Lo begin an era of 
improvement in’ tho ‘establishment which 
ho had charge of, and modestly begar by 
macadamizing two or threo hundred yards 
of road and erecting a lamp or two. The 
new road cost less to keep up than the okl 
one, And yare_less chance for ueezing 
aud the light from the lumps int erfered 
with the stealing by- the undorlinys, and 
consequently sone ofthe qubordinates per- 
suaded a Censor that such ‘a road and such 
|-a light. could not he secarding to Conf 

; and since then that ofticial’s life has be 
burden to him, and his ardour for improv 
ment has been quonched,; Now the Censor 
may not be corrupt, but only ignérant.
